la the North of Italy is a river, 
a very small river, called the Clitum- 
mes, which would, in our day, be call> 
od a creek, or in Scotland, a kura. 
This river was reverenced by the 
Romans, It was noted for the white 
cattle, which browsed along its banks, 
and the purity of their colour was 
attributed to the clearness of the 
water, which they drank. The younger 
Pliny la one ot his letters, gives 
Us a minute description of the source 
of this river. The pool, at the head 
of the river, wa.i so clear that ilie 
coins thrown Into it as offerings, and 
the pebbles on the bottom, could be 
counted. On the shore was a tem^Jen. 27r-M.A.A.A. va 
pie in which was a statue of the river 
god CUtUinniis. a 4tod of nracnlar 
power. 'I'here were other Hiuallcr 
temples and statues ol minor gods, 
some ot which had special springs. 
On the pillars ana walls of the tem- 
ples were cut, by many hands, much 
literattire in praise of the ;;od of the 
river. Some of thesp effttstons were 
ludicrous hut one had not the heart 
to laugh at them. This was a thor- 
oughly pagan atmosphere of honour 
and reverence. What do we do for 
our river eods? 

Close to .Montmorency Palls, attout 
nine miles below Quebec, there stands 
the Kent Hotise, a bouse whWe once 
Queen Victoria's father lived, which 
is now turned into a hostelry, where 
one buys soft drinks. There is no 
temple, no expression of the sense of 
personality and power which is there 
in the falls, nothing to show that 
some human soul ha.<t responded to 
the beauty ot the place. At Mont- 
morency there is a red brick build- 
ing which no one bas tried to hide. 
No bath has been built but a merry- 
go-round has 'been erected, and there 
is a menagerie, in ^hich Ihe most no- 
ticeable animal Is a mangy polar bear, 
advertising a firm which sells furs. 
This Is ths anti-pagan way in which 
we honour our river gods.
